Circuit Judge Alphonse Witt, after pleading 
guilty, to reckless homicide in the traffic ac- 
cident deaths of Rpbert Peterson, 22,_and 
John (Butch) Koch, 23, both of Antioch.

Attorney Laurence Helm, the prosecuting at- 
torney, argued that that since two deaths had 
occurred, some prison time was indicated.

WHT THE DATA 
MAILER? 



Many of the. registered.- voters 
who received the "Data Mailer" 
this past summer, have ex- 
pressed their feelings about the 
piece in words that were loud, 
clear and monosyllabic. Some re- 
fused to return it; some were 
^-intimidated an d did not return 
it; about 80% of those to whom 
it was mailed did, however,, 
return it. Why did the County 
Clerk send this mailing to 
"harrass" 1 the voters of Lake 
County? 

As of December 1, 1980, all 
elections (including municipal, 
township, schopf board, library 

. trustee T _etc.l wil be c onsolidated 
— under-the-Gounty-CIerk.Jrhele~ 
will be 5 elections during each 
2 year period (March and 
November of the even-numbered 
years- and' February, April and 

■ November of the odd-numbered 
years). There will be. NO little, 
invisible elections or referenda' 
to - surprise you with their 
result anymore. 

In order for - the County 
Clerk's office to handle this 
new (to them) responsibility, 
all the boundary inconsistencies 
and irregularities had to be 
documented and evaluated. The 
tax code; was used for this 
purpose.- New registration 
records for every registered 
voter had to be created. " 

Are we telling you more than 
you wanted to know? 

The law requires the Clerk 
', to "purge" the voter file every 
two years of those . who have 
moved or died. Canvassers could 
have been sent to every home — 
the law envisions one Republi- 
can and one Democrat as a 
"team". That seemed a pro- 
hibitively expensive way . to 
v 'fprune" the file. They opted 
for the Data Mailer, cheaper by 
far than the canvassers, and ful- 
filling certain specific -require- 
ments for Election Day. (Note 
how the Election Judges com- 
plete the form when you go to 
vote and the various items of 
—information- that — are— avail- 
able to them from that record). 



We do recognize, however, 
that we did not create' the best 
"mousetrap" the first ■ time 
around, and there is a better, 
one in the works, with clearer 
.instructions to facilitate. its use. 
Cheaper too, postage wise. We've 
learned a lot from the initial 
mailing, and the forms we got 
~back~wilr~be - put-to-good-use-on— — 
November ;. 4th. Those who-, 
did not send them back will be > 
^able—to-vote-in- -their— regular^_ 
Polling Place by signing some- 
thing we call the "facsimile" *= 
Precinct Registration Record. 

The vehemence of some of the .... 
comments was unsettling to us, 
however. The form was, in many c 
ways a, marvel. We could purge 
our file and prepare for Elec- 
tion Consolidation, confirm our 
: voter roll - - - all at relatively" 
modest expense - - - and we only 
asked that the registered voters 
read, sign and return the form 
mailed to them. 

Perhaps this full (fuller than: 
cyoii wished?) explanation of the 
form and its development will 
:add-a dimension of understand- 1_, 
ing to your trips to the Polling 
Place in future. Unfortunately,
